f Winnipeg-. May 0. — For ten days 
northern Manitoba has been in the 
grip of 1 - the* worst blizzard known to 
that territory, north of Mile, 442 on 
the Hudson Bay Railway. The line 1» 
completely blocked and efforts are 
being made by the Canadian National 
Railways to reach two work trains 
which arc snowed in. Oue of these, 
carrying 160 men. Is en route to 
Churchill, on Hudson Bay. for the De¬ 
partment of Railways and Canals, and 
the other has a smaller list of passen¬ 
gers southbound. 

As the line Is blocked for a distance 
of at least slxty-flve miles, there has 
been the danger of food supplies on 
the trains running short. Realizing 
this, the company, at the outset of the 
storm, dispatched food by horses from 
a cache at Mile 460. Later, when the 
horses were no longer able to get 
through, dog teams were sent out. and 
now three tractors are ploughing their 
way from Churchill to the trains.

£ight different systems of courts, in addition to the 
Various Federal District Courts, appointed to try in¬ 
fractions of Federal laws. In most of the states the 
Judges are elective. Federal judges are appointive. 

In Canada there is but one. Criminal Code, 
Enacted by the Canadian Parliament and applicable to 
ihe whole country. I he judiciary is appointed by the 
Federal Government for the various provincial dis¬ 
tricts.
